Now, 
a matter of incontrovertible fact, to in 
ject the element of time into the bistor 
of this planet from its original gaseous t 
present comparatively solid state is sim 
ply asinine. Time and eternity are as 
empty as any two words in our language 
Poets only can make good use of them 
but we are dealing with very plain prose 


This is no over-statement. 
Let the ex 


periment be tried. Explain ia fullee 
detail and in simplest terms the nature 
of a fossil and why a fern in the coal 
older than a mastadon in recent grave 
Make it all so clear, a child can readil 
see it and does see it, and yet many a 
adult, at the end of your discourse, wi 
get off some twaddle aboxit Noah's dei 
uge. 


Now, Noah may have had a deluge 


or a dozen of them, for all the 
geolo 


gist cares, but whether it covered h 
whole farm or was only a puddle in hi 
back yard, matters nothing to enligh 
ened men; but alas! so many are still 
geologically benighted. 


The summer that lurks in the' sunny 


nooks of the bleakest winter day is never 
on so small a scale we have excuse for 
overlooking it. 
We are too given to 


considering small matters of necessarily 
small importance. 
Merit and magni- 


tude are not twins. No one of us have 
ever fathomed the fullness uf a summer 
day. 
The exhibition is seldom edifying 


when the real man is revealed. There is 
more make bfilieve in the world than the 
limited supply of candor can handle. 


There is more to think in a sunny nook, 


with

Their bare branches have 
a wealth of significance and the tracery 
of their twigs seen against the blue sky is 
lace work that human skill has yet to 
equal. We are quick to detect that which 
offends and slow to perceive that wbicti 
should delight, so very artificial have 
most of us become. 
The world is truly 


beautiful only to the blind. They fancy 
what it may be and delight their imag- 
inings. We, who see it, -neglect half our 
opportunities. 


Our estimates of mankind may not be 


just, but because of that, we never cease 
to make them. 
"Nothing, if not criti- 


cal," in true of all, and well would it

A Plea for a Y. M. C. A. Building. 


} Fewer Gallons; Wears Longer; Devoe, 


Editor Gazette:—I was glad to see in 


last week's Gazette an article concerning 
"our boys." It seems to me it is time to 
wake up; time for the people of this town 
to realize that to hundreds of young men 
in this town, a Young Men's Ohristian 
Association, with a gymnasium, etc., 
would be the means of changing the 
whole currant of their lives. There are 
not many towns of this size, that do not 
have something of this sort. 


Tbe pool rooms are well patronized, 


and by many young nftn from sixteen 
to twenty. They look upon the game as 
harmless, cheap and amusing. A place 
where they can spend a pleasant evening. 
A theatre also attracts this same class. 
But take the best of plays, that come to a 
town of this size, tbey may excite pity, 
or indignation, but does it send tMm 
home with higher impulses, or strong de- 
sires for something nobler or better?

P New Roles {or the Government of Bris- 


tol's Republican Primaries. 


At a meeting of tbe Borough Republi- 
an Executive Committee held on • last 
atnrday evening a new set of rnles for 
le governent of Republican Primary 
onventions was enacted, which rules 


will be Bobmitted to the various oon- 
entions this year and if approved by 
IB voters, will become operative 
next 


ear. 
The adoption of these rules will 


e a step in the right diiection and will 
II a long felt want, which has been con- 
eded to exist by all fair minded citi- 
ens for years past. Tbe custom of vot- 
ng separately for the different offices at 
primary convention and waiting until 
he ballot ie counted before taking 
the 


ote for the next office, and thereby re- 
aining tbe electors for hoars, has long 
een obnoxious to many citizens and has 
een initr»»«ntal in keeping many voters 
way from the primaries, as well aa often 
eriously affecting the result of a subse- 
.uent ballot, by reason of the electors 
eaving the convention nail, while the 
rat ballot is being counted. 
By the 


idoption of the new rules all these objac- 
ione will be overcome, and all electors 
will bave an opportunity to participite 
n the primary elections, whether the; be 
ild or young, business or professional 
men. 


A perusal of the rules, will make it ev- 


dent to all, that the Committee is to be 
:ongratulatad for the fair and equitable 
pirit which ia displayed in the inli s 
which they have formulated. In justice 
to tne committee it is a pleasure to say, 
hat a fairer or more just set of rules it 
would be impossible to devise, and aa no 
lossible' objection can be raised by a 
lingle elector, it is to be hoped, that all 
he conventions will give the rules unani- 
mous adoption. 


THE RULES. 


In order to expedite the business of the 


Republican Primaries of Bristol Bor- 
ough, and with a desire that, the said 
business shall be conducted in a manner 
jdBt and equitable to all, we the mem- 
bers of the Borough Republican Execu- 
tive Committee in regular session as- 
sembled, do ordain and enact the follow- 
ing rules for the government of all pri- 
mary elections held by the Republican 
Party in the Borough ot Bristol. 


Rule 1. Every qalified Republican voter 


of Bristol Borough who desires his name 
to be placed in nomination for any Bor- 
ough office at tbe regular primary elec- 
tion of the said Republican Party, shall, 
in order to have his name printed upon 
tne official ballot to be used at such pri- 
mary election, first declare his intontiou 
by notifying, in writing, the 
County 


Oommitteeman in the ward in which lie, 
the candidate, resides, prior to 8 o'clock 
on the evening before tbe day when the 
primary election is 
advertised to be 


held. 


Rnle 2. As soon as possible after S 


o'clock on the evening before the day 
wnen the primary election has been duly 
advertised to be held, and before 8 a. m., 
on the day o£ the convention, the County 
Gomniitteeiuen from the five wards of 
Bristol Borough shall place a full and 
complete list of the names of all persons 
who have declared their intention of be- 
coming candidates at the said primary 
election, together with the office to which 
each candidate aspires, in the hands of 
the Chairman of the Borough Executive 
Committee whose duty it shall be to 
place said list in the hands of a compe- 
tent printer. 


Rule 3. The ballot shall be printed up- 


on strips of white paper not over three 
inches wide and of whatever length is re- 
quired. The names shall be placed upon 
the ballots in the following order: Town 
Council, School Directors, Assessor, Con- 
stable, Judge erf Elections, Inspector of 
Elections, Ward Executive Committee, 
Delegates to Borough Convention. Fol- 
lowing the names ot the candidates for 
each office, shall be left a blank space 
sufficiently large to hold as many names 
as are to be voted for the respective 
offices, which space may be utilized in 
the emergency of 
having additional 


names nominated at the convention, 
which names may be written upon the 
ballot. 


Rule 4. A sufficient number of ballots 


shall be printed for each ward" as will 
lillow each of the candidates an equitable 
number for private distribution. 
The 


candidates may procure ballots from the 
County Committeeman of their respect- 
ive ward on the afternoon of the day 
when the primary is to be held and the 
County Oomraitteeman must retain a 
sufficient number for the use of the con- 
vention in the evening. 


Rule B. Should any elector desire to 


use a ticket other than the official ballot 
decided upon by this Committee, said 
ticket must conform in style to the offi- 
cial ballot. The eystem of voting two 
separate tickets when two candidates are 
to be elected at one time is contrary to 
law, and the County Oommitteemen of 
the different wards are cautioned to pre- 
vent such an occurrence, as an infraction 
of this law will make the election illegal. 


Rnle 6 At 7.30 o'clock on the evening 


of the primary election, the County Com- 
mitteemen of the different wards in Bris- 
tol Borough shall call tbe meeting of the 
Republican electors to order and i roceed 
in tbe manner prescribed by the rules of 
the Republican Party for the government 
of such a convention. 
Wnen the ballot 


box is declared open all the 
candidates 


shall be voted for at one time, provided, 
that when only thn required number of 
candidates shall 
have been placed In 


nomination for certain offices, such can- 
didates may be elected by acclamation in 
which event the votes they receive upon 
the official ballot shall not be counted. 


Rule 7. In all offices where more than 


one candidate is to be nominated, the 
candidates receiving tbe highest numbar 
of votes are to be declared tbe nomi- 
nees of the convention. In the case of 
a tie vote, the chairman of the conven- 
tion shall immediately order another bal- 
lot, to take place at a-time to be named 
by the said chairman. 


Rule 8. In voting for tbe candidates for 


the respective offices, a line shall be 
drawn through the names of those can- 
didates whom tbe elector is not voting 
for. 


Bale 9. The ballot box shall not be 


closed until 9 o'clock on the evening of 
the convention.

The oases of hydrophobia or rabies that 


have been reported in different parts of 
the Stnte recently have prompted Com- 
missioner of Health, Samuel G. Dixon, to 
call attention to an act passed by the 
last legis'ature and approved by Goiern- 
or Pennspacker, Match 31, 1905, as the 
act seems to be apparently little known. 
It provides for furnishing treatment to 
needy persons who have been bitten by 
mad dogs and rends a? follows: 
• That in Pach and every county of this 
Commonwealth it shall be the duty of 
the proper officers of the several poor 
districts, iu such counties, to provide all 
needy persons who may be bitten 
by 


dogs suffering 
from 
hydrophobia or 


rabies, with the proper medical atten- 
tion to present the development of the 
disease in the person or persons so bit- 
ten, which medical attention may in- 
clude the treatment known as the Pas- 
teur treatment.

Opals and Their Color. 


Veins of opals are usually met with 


i soft formations, where nothing above 
round indicates their presence. 
The 


earcu for them, therefore, often _re- 
uires considerable time. 
13ut it is Dot 


xtromely difficult, 
for opals are gen- 


rally found near the surface. Indeed, 
t was thought for a long time that 
lies were not to be found 
as deep as 


wehe feet below the surface. This 
pinion has, however, given way in the 
ight of evidence, 
because opals of 


great value have been discovered at a 
iepth of fifty feet. 
The -value o£ opals 


lepends upon several considerations, 
of 


which the principal one is color. It is 
mportant that they should be bright 
and not present streaks or spots alternat- 
ng with rjccolorod snbetance. The most 
'aluable are those which have red flrei 
3r mixtures of red and yellow, blue and 
green. Opals of a single tint are of 
ittle value, unless the tint is particn- 
.arly striking and tha figure beautiful. 
Indeed, one of the easential qualities of 
the opal ia the arrangement of the fig- 
ure which sets off strikingly the hue of 
the stone. When the figure is quite 
regular and distinct it is the more val- 
uable, much less so when the grain ie 
quite small and irregular. Sometimes 
the color appears as a single blaze, or 
with figures regularly spaced. It ma; 
then be of a fine ruby red and is much 
sought 
after, 
but oftecest the uniform 


tint is only green or reddish and has 
but little brilliancy to epoak of. The 
cutting is very important 
for the opal; 


thus a thick stone will be much less 
beautiful than a thin storm, which, on 
losing part of its volume, loses also the 
figure. Ibe foundation tint contributes 
much to the beauty. 
It ought to be 


transparent, slightly milky and harmon- 
izs fully •with the different reflection! of 
the opal,"which, when it is really beauti- 
ful, present a variety cf hues infinitely 
pleasing to the eye.
